EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 7, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a scanning apparatus 
having a scanner having a measuring device for measuring the shape of a scanned article; a 
linkage comprising: a first ground link: a second link rotatably mounted to the first link about a 
first axis; a third link rotatably mounted to the second link about a second axis; a fourth link 
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rotatabiy mounted to the third link about a third axis; a fifth link rotatably mounted to the fourth 
link about a fourth axis and rotatably mounted to the first link about a fifth axis; an article holder 
mounted to one of the links adapted for supporting an article to be scanned exterior of a sphere 
defined by the linkage; wherein the scanner and article holder are movable relative to one 
another to scan the surface of the article, and in combination with the other recited limitations of 
claim 7. Claims 4-6, 8-24 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 7,
